Minutes of the Dade Heritage Trust Board of Trustees Meeting 
Red Fish Grill, Matheson Hammock Park 
Wednesday, April 17, 2002 

Present: Cathy Coates, William Murphy, Richard Heisenbottle, Jeanette Poole, Becky Roper 
Matkov, Judy Pruitt, Don Marx, Enid Pinkney, Marie Steifel, Dolly MacIntyre, Blanca Mesa, 
Ruth Jacobs, Neil Robertson, Lee Pinto 

Absent: John Hinson, George Neary, Luis Penelas, Tina Lane, Tony Alonso, Joan Thompson, 
Chico Goldsmith, Pat Ford, Don MacCullough, Walter Alvarez. 


The Meeting was called to order at 7:05 PM. Minutes were approved with no changes. 

Treasurer’s Report: For Treasurer Don MacCullough, William Murphy led a toast given to 
celebrate DHT’s treasury being in the black. 

Ada Merritt School: Various people have fought for ten years to save this historic school which 
has been undergoing restoration. However, the construction engineers say they have found so 
many structural problems dating from the school's original construction that it cannot be saved 
without spending $5 million more. Richard Heisenbottle asked for another meeting with school 
officials. Dolly MacIntyre stressed that a major theme of The National Trust was saving schools; 
also Ruth Jacobs has circulated over the country a tape she produced on saving Edison High. 
Blanca Mesa suggested a letter stating DHT's position be presented at the next meeting. 

Save Old Miami High: Currently $12,000 has been raised to relocate and restore this 1905 
building, the first high school in Miami, to Southside Park for use as a community learning 
center, with DHT to receive a 10% administrative fee. A fundraiser will be held May 20 th . 

Assistant Director: Dolly MacIntyre moved DHT offer to hire Debbie Tackett at an annual rate 
of $33,000, reviewing the position in 180 days. Enid C. Pinkney seconded and the motion passed. 

Newsletter: Marie Stiefel plans to produce a newsletter four (4) times a year—May 1 st , Aug 1 st , 
Nov. 1 st , and Feb. 1 st -and urged people to send in articles including preservation humor. 

Nominations: Neil Robertson moved and Marie Stiefel seconded to accept the slate proposed in 
March with Frans Boetes serving on the board in place of Dennis Scholl. The motion passed. 

Miami City Cemetery Commemorative Service: Enid C. Pinkney reported that the Miami 
Commissioners have approved the City giving $10,000 in services for the April 28 lh event. 

Dade Heritage Trust Preservation Revolving Fund: Ivan Rodriguez of the Miami-Dade 
County Preservation Division okayed the DHT board-approved guidelines draft and it was sent 
on to Angela Borland of the County Budget Department. 

Members were encouraged to attend the Annual Meeting and Preservation Awards Ceremony at 
the Biltmore Hotel on April 30 lh , and a toast was made to thank Jeanette Poole for serving as 
President for the past two years. 

The meeting was adjourned at 8:40 p.m.
